A warning that communities such as Newton might 
be forced to curtail essential public services in future 
years if Governor Furcoio’s limited sales tax hill is 
enacted with its present tax limitation provision, was 
sounded by Mayor Howard Whitmore, Jr., during a 
hearing this week before the legislative committee on 
taxation. 

Whitmore branded the proposed imposition of tax 
limits on cities and towns as a "homicidal attack on the 
principle and fraction of home rule,” declaring that 
home rule will be a "complete myth” if such limits are 
enforced. 

The Newton Mayor also maintained that it is illog¬ 
ical to act on the sales tax measure until the State bud¬ 
get has been passed and it is definitely ascertained if 
the money which would be realized from a sales tax is 
needed.

Massachusetts cities and 
towns. 

"On the Issue of the pub¬ 
lic's being deceived as to the 
operation of the elements in 
the proposed tax limit, the 
Association stands ready and 
willing to give all possible In¬ 
formation to those who will 
Inquire," Muther continued. 

On the matter of invasion of 
home rule, it has long been 
the practice of the Common¬ 
wealth to establish controls 
over municipal finances. Thus 
cities can borrow only within 
certain borrowing limits and 
only for certain purposes, all 
set forth by the state. Cities 
and towns now must use cer¬ 
tain state supplied figures and 
follow state prescribed pro¬ 
cedures in setting the present 
tax rates,” he said. 

“It seems proper that when 
the state undertakes to dis¬ 
tribute new millions of dollars 
for the express purpose of re¬ 
lieving the property tax it 
make some provision such as 
the one proposed to see that 
the money is actually used for 
that purpose. 

"The argument that requir¬ 
ing a specific tax limit limits 
the cities and towns is the 
best,” Muther continued. "But 
on examination that ‘strait 
jacket’ is not found to be so 
strait either in time or in its 
effect on the tax rate,” Direc¬ 
tor Muther asserted.

four relaxing elements or 
cushions are available. 
About three-fourths of 
the estimated $1.5 com¬ 
ing to Newton must be used 
for the tax limiting roll back 
— the balance Is new Income. 
The second and third cu¬ 
shions are the regular ones 
which the city can still use; 
normal Increases In estimat¬ 
ed receipts and the use of 
surplus. 

“The fourth cushion is the 
effect of new valuations. Here 
the proposed law sets up a 
limit determined in part by 
the average valuations for 
1957, ’58 and ’59 but applies 
the resulting index to the ave¬ 
rage of 1958, '59 and ’60. Thus 
normal valuation growth is re¬ 
flected in the tax limit in 1960 
and in every ensuing year. For 
1960, the critical year, it can 
be reasonably estimated that 
Income available for spending 
would go up at about the usual 
rate of budget increases in 
recent years," Muther said. 

“As for the ‘strait jacket’ 
In time, only for 1960 would 
the tax limit be fixed. For 
1961 it could be changed 
by the aldermen or by re¬ 
ferendum. By 1962 it could 
be voted out entirely. That 
does not seem to be too long 
a period in which to have a 
good chance to get some pro¬ 
perty tax relief In Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Newton has had a tax limit 
ordinance of its own for years, 
which though not providing a 
referendum has not operated 
to the city's disadvantage. The 
contrary is true,” he stated. 

"So although we can under¬ 
stand that the Mayor as a con¬ 
scientious municipal officer is 
worried, we believe a reexami 
nation of the entire situation 
will reveal that the financial 
position of both the state and 
olty will be improved,” Muther 
concluded.

more both object to certain 
phases of the Governor's bill, 
although they are not opposed 
to the principle of a sales tax. 
Like the Mayor, Mrs. Thresher 
feels the sales tax should not 
be voted upon before the State 
budget is passed. 

Mayor Whitmore In hl» tes¬ 
timony before the legislative 
taxation committee pointed 
out that the sales tax pro¬ 
posal places a celling on the 
amount of money a city or 
town may raise by taxes but 
does not limit the amount a 
School Committee may spend 
or the assessments the State, 
the MTA or MDC may levy 
upon a local community. 

He said that if the law was 
passed in its present form and 
school expenditures continue 
to climb, residents in cities 
and towns "may well face a 
sharp curtailment of other es¬ 
sential services unless they 
want to vote to raise the Im¬ 
posed tax limits.’' 

"In effect,” Mayor Whit¬ 
more asserted, "this bill Im¬ 
poses compulsory controls by 
the State over spending by 
communities—but only In the 
area of city services, facilities 
and functions over which may¬ 
ors, city managers, selectmen 
and city councils have super¬ 
vision and control. 

"No controls or limitations 
are placed on the spending by 
School Committees, which com¬ 
prises a substantial part of the 
annual budget of every city 
and town. Also no controls or 
limitations are Imposed on tho 
assessments made by the 
State, Its political sub-dlvislons 
or Instrumentalities,” he said. 

Whitmore told the commit¬ 
tee that home rule would be 
a “myth” if the tax limits 
prescribed in the sales tax bill 
are put into effect. 

"Not only will It be a myth," 
he said, "it will lead to com¬ 
plete destruction of local 
physical and financial plan-

"It will place the local tax¬ 
payers and the officials whom 
they elect to run local affairs 
in a straight jacket,” Whit¬ 
more argued. 

He told the committee he 
realized he was making strong 
and positive statements but 
added that he believed them 
sincerely and was making 
them as a result of experience 
and knowledge of municipal 
finances and operations. 

The mayor indicated that a 
curtailment of municipal serv¬ 
ices, except for schools, might 
be necessary as early as next 
year. 

"And I would say to city 
and town employees,” he add¬ 
ed, "that their chances for 
raises, no matter how well- 
deserved, appear slim In 1960 
and possibly in subsequent 
years. 

"In fact, raises voted this 
year, but effective for less 
than this full year—and in 
the case of school personnel 
salary increases, they are ef¬ 
fective in many communities 
only in the last quarter of the 
year in which they are voted 
— have already committed 
their communities to an in¬ 
crease in personal services 
budgets next year. Let’s hope 
they can be paid,” the mayor 
stated. 

In closing, Mayor Whitmore 
asserted that the proposed 
Imposition of the so-called tax 
limits on cities and towns "Is 
destructive to local automony 
and management of Its own 
affairs and to the last vestiges 
of home rule.” 

He said the suggested tax 
limits would be unworkable, 
can cause "financial confu¬ 
sion and chaos,” are "decep¬ 
tive” to the taxpayers and are 
"unnecessary and unwise”. 

"If statutory limitations on 
spending are to be dictated by 
the State, then what is good 
for cities and towns is equal¬ 
ly good for the State itself, its 
other subdivisions, instrumen¬ 
talities and school commit¬ 
tees," Whitmore continued. 

“If legislation such as this 
is to be enacted, then the 
State might as well take over 
all citips and towns, for to 
all intents and purposes they 
will have become slaves of 
the State,” Mayor Whitmore 
[ declared.

causing even n flurry of excite* 
ment or move than britf com¬ 
ment in the newspapers 

What precipitated the up¬ 
roar in this instance was the 
way the bill was pushed 
through the House and the 
fact that the fire persons af¬ 
fected by it were ex-legislniors. 

A surprising aspect to the 
situation was that Governor 
Furcolo in his inaugural mes¬ 
sage back in January declared 
Ins opposition to the enactment 
of any further laws freezing 
ex-legislators in then jobs. 

Notwithstanding the Gover¬ 
nor’s slate ment, the Democratic 
leaders in the House, who sup¬ 
posedly are responsive to his 
wishes, endeavored to sneak 
through a measure which was 
in direct opposition to the 
stand Furcolo had taken. 

The explanation by the act¬ 
ing Republican lender in the 
House at the time that the rea¬ 
son lie didn’t oppose the bill 
was that he had been told Gov¬ 
ernor Furcolo would veto it if 
it was pussed, not only was a 
lame one but smacked of politi¬ 
cal double talk. 

Since when do GOP legisla¬ 
tors let an objectionable meas¬ 
ure slide by because they know 
a Democratic Governor will 
veto it? 

Furthermore, if the Demo¬ 
cratic leaders in the House 
knew the Governor would veto 
it, tvhy did they endeavor to 
push it through when ii could 
only embarrass him? 

Those arc questions which 
cause some observers to won¬ 
der what’s going on in the 
House of Representatives these 
duys. 

One legislative leader wiio 
took a blunt and forthright po¬ 
sition on the matter was Senate 
President John F. Powers who 
demonstrated the sense of civic 
responsibility which has char¬ 
acterized his public service 
through the years. 

Powers served notice that 
the measure is headed for a 
pigeon-hole in the Senate and 
is likely to die a quiet death 
there. His stand uas not an 
easy one to take because the 
members of the t egislature 
traditionally try to help their 
former colleagues even to the 
extent of embarrassing them¬ 
selves to do it, and unr of the 
five ex-legislators is a former 
Senator. 

Some House members oh- 
kviously were startbd and 
{stunned by the furore which 
{followed the passage of the 
■freeze” bill in their legislative 
|branch. 

They pointed out that there 
seems to be one set of 
rules for former legislators 
and a different set for other 
people. They assert that there 
wouldn’t have been the same 
filterv or perhaps any protest 
it all if the five individuals 

I involved had not been ex- legis¬ 
lators. 

In fairness, there seems to 
be some basis for their con¬ 
tention.

Murphy Seen Injuring 
Gubernatorial Chances 

Some seasoned political ob- 
Iservers oil Beacon Hill believe 
deutenuut Governor lt« Licit K. 

I Murphy has injured his 
chances of gaining the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination for the Gov- 
rrnorship by his all-out oppo¬ 
sition to the sales tax 1 ill and 
lit forceful fights against 
[other of Governor Furcolo's 
loves. 

In one tense that may be an 
ccurate appraisal; in another 
’s incorrect. 

The hard fact is that Murphy 
9 had little or no chunce of 
achieving the gubernatorial en¬ 
dorsement uhen he look his 
calculated gamble. Hi* status in 
that respect hasn't changed. He 
still has little or no chance of 
emerging as the Democratic 


nominee for Governor in 1060. 

On (he theory that you can’t 
lose what you never bail, Mur¬ 
phy has not hurt his guberna¬ 
torial prospects. However, lie 
probably has antagonized some 
Democratic lenders who will 
he influential figures nl next 
year’s Democratic Stale Con¬ 
vention, although it is a hit 
doubtful that he would have 
hern able to enlist tlnir sup¬ 
port under any circumstances. 

It hat is most impoitant in 
Murphy's rase is that he has 
cast his political die and made 
his big move but has not suc¬ 
ceeded in projecting himself in¬ 
to the forefront as a leading 
Democratic candidate for Gov¬ 
ernor. 

That presumably is what the 
political experts really mean 
when they express the opinion 
that the Lieutenant Governor 
has damaged his prospects for 
1900. 

Lieutenant Govcrnoi Mur¬ 
phy, who is n fairlv astute poli¬ 
tician. undoubtedly realized 
that he had to take a long 
gamble in order to inject him¬ 
self into the gubernatorial pic¬ 
ture. The gamble, so far at 
least, hasn't worked. 

A danger from Murphy's 
standpoint is that he may carry 
his fight within the Democra¬ 
tic party so far that lit will im¬ 
pair his chances of gaining re- 
nomination for Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor. He could wind up by- 
finding practically all doors 
closed to him. 

Those Democrats who dis¬ 
agree with some of Governor 
Furcolo’s ideas hut who recog¬ 
nize the need for maintaining 
parly harmony have been 
looking askance at Murphy for 
the past several weeks 

Murphy, while he may not 
have intended to do so, has 
aligned himself with the ADA 
in his fight against the sales 
tax. 

While he might get the sup¬ 
port of many of the ADA dele¬ 
gates to the I960 Democratic 
convention, he could well dis¬ 
cover, in the event he loses his 
battle for the place at the top 
of the Democratic Slate ticket, 
ihnt they are committed to 
someone else for Lieutenant 
Governor. 

Lieutenant Governor Mur¬ 
phy has been advancing into 
deep political waters. He could 
eventually find himself in over 
his head.

Poor Strategy Behind 
Defeat of Gas Tux Bill 

Ihe overwhelming defeat in 
the House of Representatives of 
the hill calling for a 1-vent in¬ 
crease in the Stale gasoline tax 
caused some Deacon Hill ob¬ 
servers to conclude that the 
sales tax is doomed. 

Thai is not necessarily the 
case, although such a develop¬ 
ment ceitainlv didn’t brighten 
the prospects for the passage 
of the measure. 

1 he one-sided rejection of 
the proposed gas tax hike re¬ 
flected two livings: 

1. That the present Legisla¬ 
ture is much more tux conscious 
than many Beacon Hilt onlook¬ 
ers realize. 

2. That the Democratic lead¬ 
ership in the House committal 
an obvious blunder in allow¬ 
ing the matter to go to a show¬ 
down when it didn't have 
enough votes to make a re¬ 
spectable showing, much less 
accomplish the passage of the 
bill. 

Seasoned observers, who 
sensed the strong seutimeiit 
against the measure, blinked 
with surprise when Speaker 
John F. Thompson recessed the 
House until an evening session 
and then walked head-on into 
a resounding defeat. 

Oidiuariilv, a Speaker who 
was trying to save a bill would 
have adjourned (be House over 
the weekend, instead oi recess-

(hit the Speaker could have 
held back the bill until it had 
a better chance of adoption, ll 
needn't hate been voted on at 
all last week. 

This was not Governor Fur¬ 
colo's bill. The Governor’s 
recommendation fur a 1-2 cent 
boost in the gas hill is still 
before committee. But he ob¬ 
viously desired to see the meas¬ 
ure enacted. 

Whatever the reason may be. 
Governor Furcolo’s relation¬ 
ship with the Legislature has 
deteriorated to the point where 
it is now as bad as it uas in 
the darkest days of 1957, 

During the first quarter of 
the year the Legislature enact¬ 
ed only one bill of major im¬ 
portance. That was the State 
income tax withholding law. 

The influence which Gover¬ 
nor Furcolo's adimnotration 
obviously had with the Legisla¬ 
ture at that time has steadily 
declined since then,

Painstaking poller inves¬ 
tigation was underway this 
week by Newton sleuths in 
a hunt for some clue to the 
identity of two gunmen 
who posed as mourners and 
rohhed a Newtonville fu¬ 
neral director just before 
midnight, Saturday. 

The thugs got between 
$12,000 anrt $15,000 In bills of 
various denominations, and 
hetween $10,000 and $11,000 
In checks. One check for $500, 
had been endorsed. 

Victim of the robbery was 
Joseph G. Valente of 897 
Washington street. He was 
left hound and gagged with 
a handkerchief on the office 
floor after the gunmen rifled 
the safe and took $40 from 
his wallet. 

They also took two pistols 
Valente kept In the safe. 
Ono was a .38 calibre and 
the other a .32 calibre snub¬ 
nosed revolver. 

Police said it will take at 
least a week to get an exact 
estimate of the cash and 
checks which were stolen.

Education Course Trimmed

The background of the de¬ 
cision to drop behlnd-the-wheel 
training of the driver educa¬ 
tion program at Newton High 
School was explained to the 
executive board of the Newton 
PTA Council at its April 2nd 
meeting. 

School Supt. Eric Dennard 
and School Committee Chair¬ 
man Haskell Freedman ex¬ 
plained the background to the 
meeting, which was attended 
by PTA presidents, other 
school committeemen and ad¬ 
ministrators from the school 
department. 

The School Committee voted 
to restrict driving Instruction 
to 30 hours of classroom lec¬ 
tures. A lengthy report had 
been submitted by the School 
Department on the subject at 
the March 9 meeting of the 
committee. 

Mr. Dennard and Mr. Freed¬ 
man were agreed on the need 
to establish priorities in educa¬ 
tion, and Mr. Dennard point¬ 
ed out that the debate was na¬ 
tionwide whether driver ed¬ 
ucation should be an impor¬ 
tant part of public school ed¬ 
ucation today when there is 
an almost unprecedented con¬ 
cern in the acquisition of 
knowledge and when costs of 
education are steadily rising. 

Other business on the 
agenda before the PTA Coun¬ 
cil included a discussion by 
Arthur Daughland, head teach¬ 
er at the Hyde School, of the 
methods used to prepare the 
report on Elementary School 
Homework. This 'report has 
been summarized in booklet 
form by Bernard Everett, di¬ 
rector of instruction, and has 
been sent to each PTA presi¬ 
dent. 

Everett said assignment of 
homework in the 4th, 5th and 
6th grades has been a recog¬ 
nized policy in elementary 
schools, but that often parents 
have failed to recognize home¬ 
work as such unless it was 
routine drill. 

A letter from Dr. Harry T. 
Phillips, director of health for 
the city of Newton, was read 
apropos of a recent food pois¬ 
oning incident stating that he 
would be pleased to consult 
with onyone undertaking large 
group meals.

There doesn't appear to be 
any other way of obtaining the 
revenue that is needed.

The biggest argument for 
the sales tax isn't that it will

The health associations of 
both Middlesex and Norfolk 
counties have also contributor! 
to the modern, safe machine. 

The admissions X-ray pro¬ 
gram was designed to provide 
a chest X-ray to patients enter¬ 
ing the hospital in order to do 
a routine check-up on all new 
patients for cases of tubercu¬ 
losis. In this program, begun 
in September 1956, the Now- 
(on-Wcllesley Hospital Joined 
many other general hospitals 
in the country who arc con¬ 
ducting this type of service. 

Although the mortality rate 
from tuberculosis is reduced 
today the number of new cases 
being reported remains con¬ 
stant, and most of the new 
cases arc discovered after they 
have been far advanced. This 
moans that the individuals 
with the disease have had no 
idea of its presence. Therefore, 
the routine chest X-rays for 
general hospital admissions 
provide a productive source of 
finding now cases of previous¬ 
ly unknown and undiagnosed 
tuberculosis. The routine ad¬ 
mission X-ray Is also very 
valuable in detecting other 
previously unknown chest con¬ 
ditions and diseases. 

Since the installation of the 
machine, the program has ex¬ 
panded to cover the hospital 
personnel and also the new 
screening clinic program by 
the Newton Tuberculosis and 
Health Association hold every 
Wednesday afternoon at the 
hospital. The screening clinic 
provides X-rays for any in¬ 
dividual over 19 years who 
lives or works in Newton. Ten 
appointments are allowed for 
each clinic, and are made 
through the tuberculosis as¬ 
sociation oillce. The Newton 
school personnel have also 
been provided with chest 
X-rays, mandatory by state 
law every three years, through 
the combined efforts of the 
local association and the hos¬ 
pital,

danger of exposure lo tubercu¬ 
lar persons, the value of pro¬ 
grams such as these provided 
In Newton cannot he measur¬ 
ed. Every case discovered and 
treated early, means that the 
number of possible cases is 
lessened. It is, therefore, of 
vital importance to discover 
early and treat immediately all 
now cases of tuberculosis. 

This program has been made 
possible only through the con¬ 
tinued support of the people in 
Newton through the purchase 
and use of Christmas Seals.

Newton Rallies 
For Combined 
Jewish Appeal 

Newton residents in step 
with thousands of Greater 
Boston citizens arc rallying 
for the 1959 campaign of the 
Combined Jewish Appeal, a 
challenge for Jews through¬ 
out the world. 

Newton Chairman Lloyd 
Oppenhcim said the big story 
behind the campaign is “Ex- 
odux ’59” as 100,000 Jews 
efrom East Europe prepare to 
march from Iron Curtain 
countries to Israel. 

To meet the tidal wave of 
immigration, which threatens 
to sweep away all economic 
supports, Israel must look to 
American Jewry to assume 
the costs of refuge transpor¬ 
tation and rehabilitation 
which comes to a minimum of 
$1600 per person. 

For this reason, in addition 
to the regular campaign, gifts 
will be sought for the Special 
Fund, a nation-wide effort to 
provide for the East Euro¬ 
pean refugees, Oppenheim 
said. 

The regular campaign is a 
oncc-a-ycar effort to raise 
funds for 201 year-round agen¬ 
cies serving Jewry locally, na¬ 
tionally, overseas and in Is¬ 
rael. Greater Boston citizens 
benefit directly from the cam¬ 
paign through more than 
twenty health, recreational, 
educational and social service 
agencies which serve one out 
of three members of our com¬ 
munity.

At the outset of his com¬ 
prehensive survey review, 
Principal Howe wrote: 

“Examination of Dr. Con- 
ant’s twenty-one recommenda¬ 
tions shows that Newton High 
School has anticipated some 
of his thinking, that we al¬ 
ready have plans for adjusting 
our program in some direc¬ 
tions approved by him, and 
that in a few particulars our 
policies from those he would 
recommend.” 

The evaluation In part said: 

“Newton does not follow Dr, 
Conant’s recommendation that 
senior high school students be 
kept together in identical, 
heterogeneous, homeroom 
groups during the entire three 
or four years of high school. 
However, to achieve many of 
the values he secs in such an 
arrangement, the Newton 
High School next September 
will put into operation a 
“’house plan,” whereby pupils 
will remain in one house for 
their three high school years. 
This new system of organiza¬ 
tion Is an attempt to person¬ 
alize the school for the stu¬ 
dent and for the teacher, as 
well as to create small, man¬ 
ageable groups for adminis¬ 
trative purposes and for the 
promotion of student loyalty 
and interest. 

* » » 

“Neither docs Newton ad¬ 
here to a policy Dr. Conant 
recommends—that each stu¬ 
dent be presented with a 
transcript to show the mean¬ 
ing of ills diploma. It would 
be a simple matter to Insti¬ 
tute this procedure. But the 
present practice of sending 
transcripts, free of charge, 
to all businesses or colleges 
which request them to some 
degree obviates the need for 
a special form presented to 
the student. 

* * * 

“Newton High School’s pur¬ 
suit of a number of policies 
has preceded the recommenda¬ 
tions of Dr. Conant. This 
school has long devoted a 
large proportion of its time 
to the study of English, with 
particular emphasis on the 
perfection of composition 
skills. Dr. Conant asks that 
at least half the time in Eng¬ 
lish instruction be used for 
this purpose. Again, in this I 
school there is a well-developed 
reading-improvement program, 
together with classification 
procedures which make allow¬ 
ance for very slow readers in 
grade 10 and beyond. Both of 
these procedures arc urged in 
the Conant report. Moreover, 
Newton’s program for highly 
gifted students is based on 
the Advanced Placement Pro¬ 
gram of the College Entrance 
Examination Board, as Dr. 
Conant recommends. Finally, 
his belief in the desirability 
of a seven - or - eight - period 
schedule, to provide broader 
elective opportunities to stu- 
! dents, became a reality in 
Newton High School at the 1 
beginning of this school year; i 
at that time the six-period ar¬ 


rangement was abolished in 
favor of a seven-period sched¬ 
ule. 

“In addition to the pro¬ 
grams and policies listed 
above, the high school In 
Newton has developed a 
summer school both for able 
students and for those who 
have make-up work to do 
along lines similar to those 
recommended by Dr. Con¬ 
ant. Newton’s Is not, how¬ 
ever, as he suggests It 
should be, a tuition free j 
school.

“Despite such disagreements 
there is a solid core of prac¬ 
tice in the high school which 
blends easily with the theories 
this noted educator has ad¬ 
vanced. In addition, there are 
evidences of policy changes in 
the high school which are in 
the spirit, if not in the letter, 
of Dr. Conant’s recommenda¬ 
tions.”

“This is quite a surprise,” ' 
he hold The Graphic. 

Mayor Whitmore said his 
surprise was occasioned by his 
belief that it was pretty well 
established at the Public Util¬ 
ities hearings that the Boston 
& Albany would lose money 
rather than save it by closing 
the Newton Corner station. 

“We felt that It wax clear¬ 
ly demonstrated that the 
B & A was not losing money 
by stopping trains at the 
Newton Corner station,” the 
Mayor added. “In fact. It 
was pretty well proven that 
the railroad was making 
money by doing so.” 

Obviously taken back by the 
DPU decision, the Mayor point¬ 
ed out that the Newton Cor¬ 
ner station presentlj is serv¬ 
ing a high percentage of the 
former commuters on the 
Highland Branch line. 

Mayor Whitmore said that 
he would confer with City Soli¬ 
citor Matt B. Jones to deter¬ 
mine what further steps the 
city might take to prevent the 
dosing of the station. 

"We're not going to let this 
matter drop if there is any¬ 
thing we can do,” the May¬ 
or emphasized.

Expressway Driving Calls 
For Special Safety Rules 


prrssway can be just as dan¬ 
gerous as reckless speed, John 
Winslow, manager of the Ban¬ 
croft Auto Club said today. 
In listing safety tips for free¬ 
way driving. 

"Most of the vehicles on ex¬ 
pressways are moving at high 
speeds and a car stopped in 
the path of traffic is a sitting 
duck," said the AAA club of¬ 
ficial. "If you have to stop 


for an emergency, you should 
pull onto the shoulder. When 
r.o shoulder Is available, pull 
as far to the side as possible. 
Even If your motor stalls, or 
a tire blows out you can usual¬ 
ly guide your car off the travel 
portion of the road. If you 
have to get out of your car, 
do not get out on the traffic 
side.” 

Here are suggestions offer¬ 


ed by Mr. Winslow: 

(1) Guard against highway 
hypnosis by keeping your eyes 
on the move. Avoid a fixed 
straight ahead stare. Skip the 
stay-awake pills and other 
medication. Eat lightly to 
avoid drowsiness. 

(2) Avoid marathon driving. 
Stop and take a rest at least 
once every two hours. 

(3) Keep pace with traffic. 
It is the driver who goes faster 
or slower than the normal 
speed of traffic who creates 
hazards. 

(4) Use your rear-vision mir¬ 
ror, On a superhighway, it is 


the car that comes from "no¬ 
where" at high speed that can 
cause an accident. 

(5) Remember to enter ar.d 
leave the freeway at a speed 
in tune with the traffic. Avoid 
entering from a standing 
start. 

(6) Always signal before 
pulling out to pass or cutting 
in on traffic, and allow plenty 
of room for this maneuver. 

(7) Equip your car with tia- 
vel essentials, such as flash¬ 
light, jack, tools, chemical fire 
extinguisher, first-aid kit and 
a trouble light.

That is information which 
various Democrats have en¬ 
deavored to .obtain ovei a pel- 
jnd of years hut nrv«r have 
been able to get It i,« informa¬ 
tion which should be a matter 
of record since the sum presum¬ 
ably would run over a million 
dollars for a 10-y ear pci told. 

Except for statements of a 
genet al and at tunes rather 
vague nature, however, no re¬

Muther noted that two 
years ago an estimated $120 
million in new revenue was 
nceeded by the state and by 
the cities and towns, that it 
could be raised by the sales 
tax and that the Taxpayers’ 
Association supported the 
proposal at that time. 

"W hat has happened 
since?”' he qulried. 

"About $100 million in high¬ 
er real estate taxes, one of 
the most regressive of all our 
taxes, has been levied by the 
municipalities. The legislature 
prorogued in 1958 without bal¬ 
ancing Its budget and then 
early this year wangled the 
Income tax into double taxa¬ 
tion. The Income tax for both 
1958 and 1959 is being col¬ 
lected In this single.year to 
let the state squeak by once 
more.” 

"Neither the state nor the 
municipalities have yet de¬ 
veloped any adequate solu¬ 
tion or Improvement in their 
tax sources," he continued, 
“and many legislators are 
still fighting shy of the only 
adequate and basic reform 
which has any chance of be¬ 
ing adopted this year. 

Muther stressed that the 
choice before the legisla¬ 
tors and the citizens Is not 
between a sales tax or no new 
taxes. 

"Once again the choice is 
whether the legislators wilt 
Inform the citizens that they 
must help meet the rising 
state and municipal and coun¬ 
ty costs, for the services 
which the citizens themselves 
In large part are demanding, 
either by a straightforward 
sales tax or by a continuing 
hodgepodge of insufficient, 
regressive, duplicating and 
temporizing expedients,” he 
said

These rules are: 

1. There will be an attend¬ 
ant at these courts on Satur¬ 
day afternoons from 1 p.m. to 
6 p.m. and on Sundays from 
9 a.m. to 12 noon and from 
1 p.m. to 6 p.m. 

2. All persons using these 
courts must check with the 
attendant before starting to 
play. 

3. No Play Period will ex¬ 
ceed one hour if there are per¬ 
sons waiting to play. 

4. Tennis permits, effective 
this date. May 1, 1959 will be 
Si for adults, 50c for students, 
for the season. 

5. Newton citizens must 
have a permit in order to play 
— Guests of Newton citizens 
(one guest to a resident) will 
pay a 50c fee for the oppor¬ 
tunity to play. 

6. Persons purchasing per¬ 
mits must show proper identi¬ 
fication to the tennis attendant 
when making the purchase 
up ahead of time for play 
(automobile license). 

7. Players may still sign 
periods on week ends but not 
for more than one hour. 

8. Your cooperation in pro¬ 
moting this extensive use of 
tennis court areas is earnestly 
encouraged. 

9. This service will be ex¬ 
tended to other tennis court 
areas if we find that there Is 
adequate need and demand. 

10. Permits may also be 
purchased at the Recreation 
Office at Newton City Hall be¬ 
ginning April 24. 

11. Players must be dress¬ 
ed in proper tennis costumes 
at all times. 

12. Tennis shoes (smooth 
soles and no heels) must be 
worn. NOTE: Basketball 
sneakers and gym shoes do 
too much damage to court 
surfaces. 

The department also issued 
these general instructions:
